What  We  Do:  LADOT  Permit  Plan  Review  Section 

The  Permit  Plan  Review  Section,  under  the  direction  of  Randall  Tanijiri,  reviews  signal,  striping 
and  worksite  traffic  control  plans  for  new  commercial  and  residential  developments,  as  well  as 
for  public  infrastructure  projects  including  DWP  trunk  lines  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works’ 
sewer  and  storm  drains.  Plans  are  reviewed  for  other  public  agencies  including  the  Port  of  Los 


Angeles,  LA  World  Airports  and  Caltrans.  In  order  to  avoid  delay  of  construction  activities,  often 
times  developers  and  agencies  require  expeditious  and  comprehensive  services  to  satisfy 
construction  schedules.  LADOT  delivers  excellent  customer  service.
